The immigrant ancestors of the Fiscus family were from a region in 
southerm Germany known as the Palatinate and came to this country 

for the same reasons that our Fulk, Hauser and Spainhower families 
came - to escape unbearable living conditions and religious perse- 
cution. There were three of the Fiscus family who came to this, 
country originally; two named Garret and one named Frederick. In 

the spring of 1743, Garret Fiscus, Sr., Frederick Fiscus and their .. 
families booked passage on one of the many boats sailing up the tf 
Rhine River to Holland, where they would ee a ship bound for 
America. The journey took several weeks and much of their money 

was gone when they reached Rotterdam, Holland. For those Germans 
going to America, it was usually necessary to obtain a sponsor who 
would pay the cost of passage across the Atlantic. In return, the | 
German peasant agreed to work off the cost of the passage upon arri+— 
val in Philadelphia. Such a sponsor was obtained by Frederick and . 
Garret Fiscus and they booked passage on the ship "Loyal Judith", 
James Cowey, Master. From Rotterdam they sailed across the English 
Channel to Cowes, England where final preparations were made for «: 
the long voyage to America. : 
On September 2, 1743, our Fiscus ancestor arrived at Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. It was necessary for them to sign their names to 4 
docunent kept for immigrants and these names are preserved in the 
Archives of the state of Pennsylvania.

left the state entirely and moved on to Maryland, Virginia, North. .

Frederick Fiscus removed to Germantown, Pa. to a farm in Lancaster 
County and settled in Conestoga Township. This was about 1747, In 
the year 1750 his wife Elizabéth (Schwind) .Fiscus died and was buried 
in Lancaster County, Pa. Seeking better farm land and less crowded 
conditions, Frederick sold his farm in Lancaster County and moved 
across the border into Frederick County, Maryland along the Susque-— 
hannah River. On 11/5/1752 his daughter, Anna Cunigunda, married 
Michael Hauser and it is supposed that the two families then lived 
together.

John Adam Fiscus enlisted in August, 1778 in a company of militia 
under Capt. Henry Smith in a regiment under Col: Francis Locke, 
the whole service under General Rutherford. The, company he was 
in marched south into South Carolina in the fall of 1778 to a 
place called Purysburg on the Savannah River where they spent 

the winter. Early in March, 1779 they were ordered into action. 
and engaged the British in the Battle of Brier Creek, but were 
driven back into the swamps. The little aimy reformed, however, 
and marched to a place called Two Sisters on the Savannah River; 
went into preparation for further campaign and waited for orders; 
Adam remained in the service of his country for a period of 8 
months, being discharged in April, 1779 and then returned home 

to Surry County, North Carolina.

| After returning from service he joined his neighbor to the south, 

Daniel Boone, and went with him irito Kentucky in the spring of 
1779. There Adam became a member of Boone's famous Kentucky 
Riflemen and marched into Ohio with Boone where they were placed 
under the command of General George Rogers Clark. They commended 

Boone on his fine little Army and it is written that they were the 
backbone of the colonial resistance in the West. They began to 
attack the Indian strongholds in Ohio, the Indians being led by 
the notorious Simon Gerty. In August, 1780, they made a surprise 
attack on the Indians at Pickaway on the Big Miami River and 
destroyed their village. There is a tradition that Adam Fiscus 
was with George Rogers Clark at Vincennes; however, this is not 
stated definitely in the war record. 


- In November, 1780, Adam Fiscus was discharged and went back to 
North Carolina and in February 1781, joined a company under Capt. 
 Kimmens: in a general army commanded by Gen. Nathaniel Greene, whom 

. it is said Adam Fiscus SGT Asie well in his later years. 


-.M March 15, 1781, the armies of Gen. Greene engaged those of 
Gen. Cornwallis at the Battle of Guilford Courthouse. It is 
written that it was a clear, cold March day and they stood and 
watched the advancing waves of redcoats for several hours before 
they did battle. The battle was hard fought and the Continentals 
were forced to withdraw but the losses inflicted on Comwallis were 
so great that it led to the final defeat at Yorktown. After the 
battle, Adam Fiscus returned to Wilmington, N. C. where he remained 
until the Battle of Yorktown, October 19, 1781. (Pension Claim S.16115) |
